Mistrial on 10 
other counts

ALEXANDRIA, Va. — A 
federal jury convicted Paul 
Manafort, President Donald 
Trump’s former campaign 
chairman, of eight counts of 
tax evasion and bank fraud 
Tuesday, a victory for special 
counsel Robert Mueller in 
the first criminal trial 
brought by his office. 

The jury said it was dead- 
locked on 10 related charges 
and the judge declared a mis- 
trial on them after four days 
of deliberations and a 12-day 
trial that focused in part on 
Manafort’s gilded lifestyle, 
making him a symbol of 
greed in the Trump era. 

He was convicted on five 
counts of filing false tax re- 
turns, one count of not filing

a report on a foreign bank 
account and two counts of 
bank fraud. He could be sen- 
tenced to up to 80 years in 
prison. 

The case focused chiefly 
on Manafort’s efforts to hide 
tens of millions of dollars 
from his work as a political 
consultant in Ukraine before 
he joined Trump’s presi- 
dential campaign in March 
2016. But evidence intro- 
duced at trial indicated some 
of the actions occurred as

WASHINGTON — President Don- 
ald Trump’s former personal lawyer 
and longtime “fixer? Michael Cohen, 
pleaded guilty Tuesday to eight 
charges of felony fraud and cam- 
paign finance law violations — and 
implicated Trump for directing him 
to arrange payments to buy the si- 
lence of two women who said they 
had affairs with him. 

Cohen, who had vowed as re- 


cently as last year to “take a bullet” to 
protect Trump, now poses what 
could be a legal threat to his presi- 
dency by fingering him in an alleged 
conspiracy to violate campaign laws. 

During a hearing before U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge William Pauley in 
Manhattan, Cohen said he had facili- 
tated $280,000 in hush money pay- 
ments to porn actress Stormy Dan- 
iels and former Playboy model Karen 
McDougal “in coordination and at 
the direction of a candidate for fed- 
eral office.” 


client had “testified under oath that 
Donald Trump directed him to com- 
mit a crime by making payments to 
two women for the principal pur- 
pose of influencing an election.” 

In his guilty plea, Cohen admitted 
that he helped arrange the payments 
during the 2016 presidential election 
that bought — until after the election 
— the silence of the two women.
